SUNK THE SHIP.

Charles Slicer was an entirely different 
person from what ^he was when the ef- 
fect had worn off and the gnawing pains 
had .again obtained the mastery of his 
system, told the testimony ot" today. 


The star witnes^ for the contestants 


was brought forth this morning in J. J. 
Victory, who stated that he had been a 
friend of Slicer for twenty years. Led on 
by Attorney George De Golia, Victory 
told :of. the effect of the pill on his old 
friend and how under its soothing effect 
the old man liked even those for whom ' 
he had stored up much hate. 
"Even his enemies "were welcome,"'.said 
Victory; "when he had a pill. Ho would 
laugh and was at peace with the -world 
at such times," 
According to Victory, however, Slicer 
had little or no affection for his sister, 
Mrs. .Harriet Carpenter of Alnmdoa, at 
whose home he died, and in this connec- 
tion )ie said: 
"I' visited Slicer frequently for many 
years and when he got sick he made me 
promise him that I would see thar. hu> 
sister-Harriet got none of his money. 'Sho 
nor her Children have any use far mo ex- 
cept ,to get my money, and. Johnnie,. I 
want you to promise me that you will 
see that she does not get a 
dollar 
of my- money.1 This was shortly before 
he went over there to live. •

THE GREAT BATTLE WAS FOOGHT 


TOKIO, Wednesday, May 31, 3:30 p: m. (delayed in transmission).—A 


number of wounded. Japanese sailors have arrived at the hospital at Maidzuru 
navy yard. They describe the battle between the Japanese and Russian fleet 
as follows:

"At dawn on Saturday our squadron left its rendezvous and advanced 


through Tsushima channel. At 2:08 in the afternoon we sighted the Russian 
fleet gradually closing in. We found the Kniaz Souvaroff leading the line with 
the Borodino, the Alexander IH, the Orel, the Oslabya and Navarin following 
in the order named. The Nicolai I brought up the rear. Parallel to this line 
we observed five cruisers. After them came the special service ships and tor- 
pedo, boat destroyers. We counted thirty-two Russian ships in all. 


THE FORMATION. 


"Our fleet, with the battleship Mikasa leading, proceeded toward the Rus- 


sians in' vertical line formation. 
The SonvarofE opened fire first and then sud- 


denly turned, reversing her-course. Almost simultaneously the Mikasa opened 
fire with her big guns and thus the Curtain rose on the great sea battle. The 
hostile fleets gradually closed in toward each other, exchanging a vigorous 
fire. The armored cruiser Asama approached within three thousand, metres of 
the Russian fleet and carefully observed its action. 


FIERCE FIGHT. 


"After a short, but fierce fight, the Admiral OushakpfTs deck was observ- 


ed to be ablaze and the ship left the line. By 4:30 in the afternoon the Rus- 
sian line was disordered and its fire slackened. The Borodino arid Kamchatka 
had been disabled and soon sank. The "Borodino continued to fire bravely 
until ,the ship was submerged.

THE SURRENDER. 


"The Japanese fleet .continued to maintain enveloping positions from sun- 


down until dawn. Sunday, morning opened misty, but the weather soon clear- 
ed and the search for Tthe rermiants of -the Russian fleet was begun. 
Five 


Russian ships were discovered in the vicinity of Liancourt Island and they 
were immediately surrounded. One supposed to be the Izumrud, escaped at 
full speed. The remaining four offered no resistance and hoisted the Japanese 
flag over the Russian colors/apparently 
offering-•'• to surrender. .Captain 


Yashiro, commanding the Asama, started-in a small boat to ascertain the real 
.ntentions of the Russians, v;hen Admiral Nebogaton! lowered a boat and came 
on board. The prisoners weft distributed among the Japanese ships and prize 
crews were selected to take possession of the captured vessels.

"About this time we received a message saying that a portion of our 


squadron was hotly engaging tile remaining Russian ships. The Asama has- 
tened to( the scene of combat and found the Russian cruiser Dmitri Donskoi 
vigorously resisting the Japanese attack. The Donskoi attempted to escape 
and we pursue'd until after sundown,: resuming torpedo attacks at night fall. 
On Monday morning the search was.resumed, by a portion-of the Japanese 
squadron and it was learned that the Donskoi had been beached on "Cllun 
Island. We were ordered to bring the Orel .to Haidzuru. 
On the way the 


captain of the Orel died of wounds received during.the battle. While we were 
proceeding we were advised of the capture of Rojestvensky, and our men -were 
greatly cheered by the'news."

lowing strychnine.

ory that all government rests on the 
consent of the governed." 
The character of Alexander Hamilton 


is not a lovely one in American his- 
tory and, but for the accident of death 
at the hands of -Aaron Burr, he would 
never have occupied the figure in the 
popular imagination that he has. 


But we cannot agree with the TRI-? 


BUNE as to Hamilton's ideals being 
monarchical. It seems to us that any- 
one who will read the Federalist will 
see that Hamilton's ideal was the an- 
cient Roman republic, and that .it was 
not a monarchy that he would have 
established, but a senatorial oligarchy. 
At. this moment it occurs to us as an 
instance of this, his attitude in the 
Federalist on the subject of the possi- 
ble removal of members pC the Cabinet. 
He contended that the consent of the 
Senate was necessary to displace -as 
well as to appoint, and the TRIBUNE 
Will recall thai we had a majority in 
Congress at the close of the Civil War 
that held similar opinions and forced 
tliem on President Johnson. Hamilton's 
services to his country in finance have 
been summarized in a sneech of Dan- 
iel Webster's that is familiar, or should 
be, to every ,'schoolboy.

Shea and Toung asserted 
explicitly today that $10,000 was of- 
fered the teamsters in the presence 
of- a prominent business* man identi- 
fied with the present trouble If the 
teamsters would bring about a similar 
strike against a 
certain competitor 


some time ago. The offer was 
re- 


fused.

"If they knew," replied Mr. Shea, 


referring to the employers, "the team- 
sters had solicited or accepted a bribe 
these fellows would be the first to tell 
the Grand Jury about it. Now is the 
golden opportunity. 
If they know o£ 


any such thiag, let them now speak 
or forever after hold their peace." 


Speaking of efforts alleged to have 


been made by the coal dealers to force 
the office building managers to use 
coal throughout the year instead of 
substituting gas during the summer 
months. President Shea said: 


"The records of the teamsters show 


that the strike benefits—some $30,000 
—were not paid by the teamsters' or- 
ganization." 


The teamsters' leader made similar 


charges with reference to the street 
car company's strike of 1903. 


"The coal teamsters went out," he 


said. "They tried to bribe me to or- 


', 
der the men back to work." 


"•.- Ten thousand dollars, 
he declared, 


• was the price to have been paid for 


the use of his power over the men in

v, - "i was called to a meeting of the 


teaming Interests," he said. "When I 


. left I w_ass followed out into the hall

I said I would not call off the 
strike for $100,000." 


The interest in the strike today cen- 


tered in the (Srand Jury investigation. 
President Shea and Albert Toung said 
they were going to tell the Grand Jury 
the $10,000 story, and give the names 
of those present when the offer was 
made. 


It wa* stated 
today by President 


Shesj. that the strike would end if the 
employers other 
than 
the express 


companies would, take back their men 
without 
requiring them to collect 


packages for the express companies. 


President Shea said that the ex- 


press 
companies alone stand in the 


way of a settlement of the strike. 


"Just as soon as the other employ- 


%_ers agree to allow the strikers to go 


back to work and not scheme to do 
the work of the express drivers—that 
is, picking up and delivering goods 
for the express companies—the strike 
can end," said Mr. Shea.

JUMP 


BAIL RATHER^THAN 


FACE TRIAl- 


The bonds -of Morris J. Murphy and 


Albert J. Norton, the two-alleg-ed pick- 
pockets, who fled" the country rather 
:lian stand trial, after one of their num- 
ber, George Thompson, had been con- 
victed of the offense, were forfeited to- 
day by Judge W. H. Waste and District 
Attorney Allen was ordered to bring 
suit against Osgood Bros, for $2000 and 
another suit for $2,000 'against Albert 
Malctonado, M. D., and John A. Drolet_ 
of San Francisco.

for their bondsmen to produce tnem, the 
bonds have baen. declared forfeited and

money. 
It was charged that the three men in 
some' way got sight of a roll of bills 
anuounting to $4,200 in the possession of 
an old man by the name of-'J.. D. Inlow 
and they followed him along until he at- 
tempted to get off the Seventh street 
local train at Oak street when they sur- 
rounded him and bumped into him and 
picked his pocket. They however, missed 
the roll and only secured $10. 
Imme- 
diately afterwards .Inlow was told by. a 
fellow passenger that his pocket had been 
picked and he found it turned wrong 
side out. 
Pursuit was given' and all 
three of the men were captured and 
protested their innocence. 
A-powerful pull was exerted to get them 


oft and money was forthcoming for their 
defense. All of the men were given their 
liberty on bail In the sum of $2,000 each 
and Thompson, the one against whonr 
there was the weakest case was tried 
first. The trial of the case resulted in a 
conviction and he is now awaiting sent- 
ence by Judge Wells of Contra Costa 
county, who sat on the case in the place 
of Judge Green. 
Murphy and Norton 
evidently had had enough and disap- 
peared and so far have eluded what ef- 
fort was made to find them. The police 
however, state that they, are all notor- 
ious croaks and that they are known all 
over the country and that it is only a 
question of time before they get them.

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Japan and the Yellow Peril. 


Just fifty-two years had elapsed since Commodore Perry opened 


the ports of Japan \vhen Admiral Togo utterly destroyed the Russian 
fleet—\vhich, by the way, in point of guns, men and fighting power oi 
ships, was by far the most formidable navy that ever penetrated the 
eastern seas. When Perry broke down the wall of Japanese seclusion 
the Nipponese empire had no navy, no' military or naval schools and 
no military armament to be compared to with that of any European 
power. In the short span of a little over half a century Japan has de- 
veloped into a great military and naval power and has vanquished a 
nation that has kept Europe in something akin to terror ever since Na- 
poleon broke his pcmer bj his ill-starred expedition to Moscow. Japan 
has now in the field perhaps the finest army, in point of numbers, per 
fection of organisation, equipment and effectiveness, ever assembled 
at one place under one commander 
Oyama must have nearly hah 


a million fighting men under his immediate command 
And it can 


be said of him as Macaulev said of Marlborough, that he never fought 
a battle that he did not win, never besieged a fortress that he did not 
take. 


These might) achievements are only a small measure of Japan's 


progress since she opened her gates at the summons of Perry's guns 
to the commerce and civilization of the west 
She has built factories, 


opened mines, created a commercial navy, constructed railroads, in- 
stituted a free press and constitutional government, a system of com- 
mon schools, established universities and technical schools and placed 
her finances on the scientific basis on which the fiscal fabrics of the 
most advanced nations rest. She has not only welcomed, but has 
sought for, everv science and invention to be found in other countries 
Her institutions are among the most liberal and catholic to be found 
on the globe. She has given the world lessons in humanity while con- 
ducting a savage \\?r and in sanitation in the conduct of military op- 
erations. Her people have exhibited a patriotic courage never sur- 
passed in lustor}. They bury everv captive who dies in the prisons 
or hospitals of Japan with the honors of war, each according to the 
funeral rites of his own faith. 


This is what the German Emperor ca.lls the yellow peril. Is it 


a peril0 If so, whom and what does it peril? Does it peril civilization 
as \\e understand it? Does it peril free speech and free institutions? 
Does it threaten the freedom of commerce or the peace of the world? 
If it does not'peril any of these things, what is endangered by it? 
When we eliminate what it does not threaten, we form a better idea of 
what it does peril. It is likely to be a bar to European aggression on 
Asia and the Asiatics 
It may proclaim that the Asiatic nations have 


some rights Europeans are bound to respect. No nation would dare 
now to treat Japan as Commodore Perry did or as China has been 
treated. 
It is needless to ask why. The Yalu, Liao Yang, Mukden, 


Port Arthur and the destruction of the Moscovite navy in the straits ot 
Korea say why. 


The fear is expressed that the Chinese will learn in the school of 


Japan to discipline themselves, establish free institutions and adopt 
modern methods. Well, if they do, what of it? Who will be injured? 
We try to convert the Chinese, even against their will, to the Christian 
faith. 
Why should we object to them taking up with our civilization? 


If this question be answered candidly, the selfishness, injustice and 
hypocrisy of our method of dealing with semi-civilized nations wil' 
stand forth exposed. 
We want to use the Asiatics for our own profit, 


not for their own good. We want them as producers of wealth which 
we may appropriate, but we object to them becoming powerful enough 
to defe'nd their land, their property and their rights. 
That is precisely 


what is meant when fears are expressed at the yellow peril. 


At least Rojesh'cnsky is able to say that he reached Japan with 


some of his ships. 


Take Your Medicine Quietly. 


The Stockton Independent is inclined to carp at the suggestion 


made by this paper that government of cities by responsible political 
parties is preferable in the long run to coalitions or so-called non- 
partisan organizations. Where the latter endure for any length of 
time they develop machines such as are formed within parties. 
These 


machines are more objectionable than party machines, because they 
are not responsible to any general political organization. And ex- 
perience has 'demonstrated that non-partisan administrations are frank- 
ly partisan in the distribution of patronage and in dealing with public 
affairs generally. 


Our contention is that it is inconsistent to allege that a party which 


can safely be trusted to rule a State a,nd the nation is unsafe to trust 
with the rule of a city. 
If government by party is good in the one 


case it is good in the other. Moreover, so-called non-partisan gov- 
ernment has invariably broken down wherever tried in this countr). 


But docs our Stockton contemporary really believe in non-partisan 


government for municipalities? During the campaign proceeding the 
la.te municipal election in Stockton it strenuously advocated the elec- 
tion of a straight Republican ticket, and was equally strenuous m op- 
posing the plans of the Civic League 
It labored to draw tight the 


party lines, and forced the Democrats, ordinarily constituting a min- 
ority in Stockton, to make a straight party fight. The Democrats 
managed to capture most of the offices, but that fact should not alter 
the Independent's position 


When a partisan loses in an election, it ill becomes him to demand 


that his victorious adversaries shall be non-partisan in dealing out 
official patronage. 
He only stultifies himself by setting up a rule of 


conduct for others which he refuses to follow himself. 
If a plajer 


insists on doing all his shinnymg on his own side of the fence, he 
should be content to let his opponents do the same thing. What is 
sauce for the goose is sauce for the gander

Taxation of Franchises/ 


The decision of the United States Supreme Court declaring that 


franchises are property which can be assessed and taxed as tangible 
propert} is assessed and taxed settles a question which has been tenta- 
tively raised and discussed many times, but \vhich has never before been 
authoritatively settled by the Supreme Court. It often happens that 
the franchises of a public service corporation—a street railroad com- 
pany, for instance—are its most valuable asset. It not infrequentl} 
occurs that the franchises are worth more than the real and personal 
propertv of the company. The\ are capitalized and dividends are 
collected on an enormous valuation for them. But the corporation 
attorneys and magnates are wont 10 claim that franchises, being mere 
privileges granted for the better accommodation of the public, cannot 
be classed as property and taxed as such. 
Nevertheless franchises 


can be sold as property b} their holders. When bonds are sold it is with 


. a lien on the franchise. Stock is issued and sold by a corporation 


having franchises for its largest asset. 
If franchises have an earning 


capacity for dividend purposes and can be sold as property there is no 
reason uhy they should not pay taxes in proportion to their value or 
'earning capacit). A street railroad having a physical property worth 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 perhaps will be capitalized for $12,000,000 
maybe, and pay a net income over and above operating expenses on 
that sum. 
Its bonds and stock sell in the market on the basis of that 


valuation. Why, then should not franchises pay taxes in proportion 
to their ratio of the whole valuation? The Federal Supreme Court 
says they are taxable property. If it be lawful to tax them at all, 


" it is not only lawful but right to tax them to their full value. 


A Dangerous Suggestion. 


The suggestion that Congress enact laws giving the 
Federal 


authorities jurisdiction over insurance companies should make us 
pause. It is time that we halted long enough to take our bearings. 
It 


is matter of grave doubt whether Congress has the Constitutional 
power to grant the suggested jurisdiction. It is questionable whether 
such an extension of Federal authority is wise,, or even advisable. 
It 


is not only an interference with the powers and prerogatives of the 
States, but savors of a meddlesome intrusion into business affairs, and 
is likely to establish a most mischievous precedent in the effort to 
reach a particular evil in a particular case. Jt is the vice of paternal- 
ism that it is forever subordinating general principles to concrete in- 
stances. 


There is no doubt whatever of the fact that the row in the Equit- 


able Life Assurance Company has disclosed an unwholesome state ot 
affairs with regard to that corporation v»hich may extend into other 
companies. But is this a warrant 
for Federal interference' 
The 


Equitable company is a State corporation, subject to State regulation 
and supervision. It does business in all the States and Territories 
and in most of the civilized foreign countries, but so do several other 
of the larger life insurance companies. 
It does no more than do many 


State-chartered corporations and private firms. Is it to be assumed 
that engaging of interstate traffic is a warrant for the Federal govern- 
ment regulating and controlling any business? Hardly, we think. 


We have a brave and honest President on whose fairness and good 


sense we can rely. His energetic efforts to correct public abuses and 
his readiness to stand between the people and corporate aggression, 
have prompted a disposition to put him in charge of about every- 
thing from stopping strikes to regulating social distinctions. 
He 


will abuse no trust reposed in him, but Theodore Roosevelt will not 
always be President. 
There are others to come after him. We can- 


not tell now what manner of men they will be or in what way they 
will administer the authority placed in their hands. And great abuses 
have grown up under good Presidents. It is not wise to vest too much 
authority and too many functions in one man. We are likely to make 
a mistake and get the wrong one some time, and then the repentance 
will be as deep as the cause for it will be severe.

will go to the Philippines In July. The 
party will attract a vast deal of atten- 
tion enroute, naturally, 
demonstra- 
tions in its honor having been arrang- 
ed at various points. In the Philippines 
the Americans will be given a most 
cordial welcome, and 
the 
big: 
men 
among' the Filipinos the natives are 
expected to vie with each other in 
showing to t'.ie guests including the 
daughter of President Roosevelt, all 
that their resources can provide, in 
the way of entertainment. 
Some of 
these Filipinos are rich, powerful, In- 
telligent.itraveled and cultured. 


Felipe Buencamino. a student at the 
University of California is a son of one 
of these rich Filipinos. ' Buencamino. 
Sr. was secretary of state for Agulnal- 
do when the Filipino chieftain con- 
trolled the islands. He is now a prom- 
inent official under the American gov- 
ernment in Manila. He, and a score 
of other wealthy Filipinos according 
to young Buencanimo, nave planned to 
accord Miss Roosevelt, and the entire 
American party ot guests, every spe- 
cies o£ hospitality at their command. 
"It will be disgusting to my parents, 


and thelo/Fillpino friends," said Felipe 
Buencamino todaw, "when they learn 
that Miss Roosevelt has been seriously 
told that roast dog will be forced upon 
her at the official feasts at which she 
will be' a guest, when entertained by 
tie leading natives of the islands.
